Our Society watchword is truly sublime: “A 
copy of the written word of God in every home 
in this world.” Oh, will that purpose ever be 
realized ? cometh that day inceed when the Bible 
shall be read in every family of our race? The 
mechanical and financial aspect of these questions 
is easily solved. The population of the globe is 
some 1,200,000,000. Giving five as the average 
number of each family, and we have about 
240,000,000 of families, calling for 240,000,000 
copies of the Bible; and these, at twenty-five 
cents per copy, ask for $60,000,000. This is not 
an impossible sum, in these days when merchant 
princes and railroad kings accumulate $40,000,000 
and $60,000,000 in private fortunes. 

The publishing of 240,000,000 copies of the 
Bible is not an impossibility in these days of 
power-presses. The American Bible Society pub- 
lishes 1,000,000, more or less, yearly. If all other 
conditions were satisfied but the financial and the 
mechanical, it would be an easy thing to realize 
this motto within ten years; and if all other con- 
ditions were satisfied, it would not be many days 
before men who now give one million and two 
millions to found a hospital or endow a college 
would begin to dream about giving $50,000,000 
to-supply this globe with the Bible. ~ 

When other things are ready, there will be no 
lack of money to carry out our programme, 
There are individual men in England and in the 
United States who are able to put a Bible into 
every home in this world; and, if the world was 
ripe for this consummation, the blessed Holy 
Ghost would inspire the quick ambition to do 
that work, sate 

But between us and that high consummation 
there are many difficulties and great labours. 
Continents are to be opened by the slow processes 


lof discovery, and States are to be entered by the 


amenities of arbitration and political treaties. 
Languages are to be learned, translations wrought 
out, hoary superstitions are to be overthrown, the 


races are to be renewed. Nevertheless, in the face 


| of all these obstacles, and with the knowledge of 


d 
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all this hard work, we print this motto upon our 
banners; and in the name of our God we set up 
our banners marked with this grand device, “A 
copy of the Bible in.every family in this world.” 
But, supposing this motto realized, what then ? 
We have put a copy of the Holy Scriptures into 
each family on the earth. In their own language 
they can read the whole volume, from Genesis to 


Revelation, just as we read it. Now what? 
What will this book do in these families? What 
will it accomplish in these communities? How 


will it affect these individuals? It stands upon 
the library shelf in the midst of twenty other 
books as large or larger than itself. It lies upon 
the table in company with many other volumes. 
How does this Bible book differ from its compan- 
ion book ? 
individuals which those other books will not or 
can not do? Is there some great spell hid in this 
book? What is the ground of our confidence in 
at? What is the corner stone, thought, or prin- 
ciple, upon which the American Bible Society 
rests in its work of publishing and scattering the 
Bible, without note or comment, all over the earth? 

These questions bring me to the one’ single 
thought which I desire to state, and, if possible, 
make emphatic. I have no new theme, I haye no 
startling theory, to present; but, in the love of 
this cause, I would, if possible, freshen up our 
confidence and active interest in that wonderful 
book, which, in God’s plan of world recovery, is 
twin born with Jesus Christ. If it is not the zn- 
carnate, the flesh and blood word, it is the written 
word, and it is the revealer of God to man. 

Let me suggest this sentence as a kind of text 
for a few additional remarks. 


THE SELF-ASSERTING POWER OF THE BIBLE, 


We believe and claim that the Bible is unlike 
any other book, because it connects directly with 
God and the supernatural world in such a way as 
to demonstrate its own truthfulness to the con- 
science, and heart, and intellect, of any honest and 
devout reader. It explains itself, it proves itself, 
it asserts itself, without human help, and in spite 
of human opposition; and, therefore, we think if 
we can place it in the hands of a man or a family, 
it will be an active, vitalizing agency to carry for- 
ward its own mission, which is the publication of 

-God’s will to man. Of course we understand the 
direct agency of the Holy Spirit in connection 
with the written word ; but Iam speaking of the 
Bible as a book—as a single specitic instrument- 
ality with which we are working, and from which 
we are expecting the most marvellous results, 

Here is a small volume, made up of sixty-six 
sections, or books, composed by forty different 
authors. It sprang from an insignificant tribe of 
Asia. It began to take definite book-form some 
fifteen or sixteen hundred years before the Chris- 
tian era, and grew into completeness, book by 
book, until, after a growth of sixteen or seventeen 
hundred. years, it was finished about one hundred 
years after the Christian era. This strange book, 
which has such a strange history, we claim to be 
the direct and only official revelation of God’s 

will to the world, We claim that God communi- 

cated the thoughts of this book to the minds of 
these men, and that they spoke or wrote out these 
thoughts under the inspiration and direction of

the Holy Spirit. We claim that the knowledge 
of this book is necessary in order to salvation, and 
that the gospel programme contemplates the 
placing of this book in the hands of every individ- 
ual of the race, so that he may read it for him- 
self, and know God and the things which perthin 
to his own peace, 

And we further claim that these thoughts, 
when read, studied, and meditated upon, have a 
peculiar and a supernatural influence upon the 
human mind and heart; that they are instinct 
with their own self-evidencing life, so that to 
those who read them aright, there results at once 
the assurance of their own divine authority, and 
that knowledge of God which makes wise unto 
salvation. 

We believe the testimony which the Bible gives 
to itself: “The entrance of thy words giveth light ; 
it giveth understanding unto the simple.” “The 
words that I speak unto you, they are spirit and 
they are life.” ‘‘The word of God is quick and 
powerful, sharper than any twoedged sword, 
piercing even to the dividing asunder of soul and 
spirit, and of the joints and marrow, and is a dis- 
cerner of the thoughts and intents of the heart.” 
It is impossible to find words more expressive of 
the subtle, penetrating, and self-asserting power of 
the sacred Scriptures. They are essentially dif- 
ferent from other books. They have vital quali- 
ties that Homer and Milton, and Bacon and Shaks- 
peare, and Goethe and Dickens have not. The 
pulses of divine life throb through these words 
into human hearts, energizing the moral nature, 
and bringing man face to face with the whole 
truth of God, and of the soul, and of eternity. 
These are our claims for the Bible. We make 
them without hesitation and without qualifica- 
tion. In the face of all the opposition of these 
times, in the face of all the new discoveries, and 
the new sciences, and the new theologies of this 
age, we occupy the position taken by the Church 
eighteen hundred years ago, and claim that we 
are abreast with the oldest knowledge and with 
the newest science. 


Foreign Department.

As 
this Mission includes Bulgaria, it will create a 
demand for the Bulgarian Bible, and also for the 
Bulgarian and Old Slavic Testament, electrotyped 
at great expense in the Bible House, New York.

TuRKEY—AINTAB.—We direct the reader’s at- 
tention to the annual letter from the West Turkey 
Mission, inserted in another place. It affords 
great encouragement to perseverance in the work 
of sending the Scriptures to the dark and be- 
nighted regions, while it gives sure evidence that 
our labours are not in vain. 


Creyton.—The Rey. E. P. Hastings, of Jaffna, 
sends the account of last year’s labours in the 
Bible cause. Mr. H. was prevented by a mul- 
tiplicity of affairs from sending this communi- 
cation in time for our last Report. The amount 
of work done during the year was not large. 
Highty-three Bibles and seventy-five Testaments 
were purchased; while eighty-two Bibles, twenty- 
two Testaments, and 349 Portions were circulated, 
allin the Tamil language. It is very difficult, as 
might be supposed, to sell a whole Bible to any 
’ but Christian men. 


CenrraL AmMuricA—PanamMa.—lIn March last 

e sent to Mr. W. L. Thompson, of Panama, at 
his request, a small assortmeut of books for dis- 
tribation, accompanied by a letter asking for in- 
formation. We have since received a communi- 
cation, extracts from which we insert elsewhere. 
Some years ago we worked in that region, through 
Mr. Frederick Hicks, whose name is mentioned in 
Mr. Thompson’s letter, but since his death the 


work has not gone forward till now.’ We have |

No one who has not seen the change, can con- 
ceive the wonderful transformation effected among 
& people long sunk in ignorance and superstition, 
even though nominally Christian, by the entrance 
of that word which giveth light. Of this trans- 
formation bright examples are found in nearly 
every field where the word has for a series of 
years been faithfully preached. Darkness, but 
little less than that which reigns in pagan na- 
tions, has been lifted from the people, the power 
of time-honoured rites and ceremonies has been 
broken, the tyranny of a wicked ‘priesthood has 
been thrown off, the Bible, in the language of the 
people, is found and read in every house, preached 
from the pulpit and taught in the Sabbath schools, 
and thousands of precious souls, taught by the 
word and led by the Spirit of God, have found 
the path of life, aud are zealously walking therein. 

Schools of different grades are educating the 
masses of the rising generation, while theological 
seminaries are already training and sending forth 
young men for the work of the gospel ministry, 
and even colleges are soon to become the order of 
the day. 

Within the limits of this Mission, a less num- 
ber of copies of the Scriptures in the Turkish 
language has been sold than for some years before, 
for the simple reason that the people are waiting 
for the new version.

WEST TURKEY MISSION. 

. CONSTANTINOPLE, May 20, 1873. 

Dear §Srr:—The Mission to Western Turkey, 
now holding its annual meeting in this city, has 
appointed the undersigned a committee to write 
a letter to your Society. : 

_ The seven stations of the Mission, embracing 
that portion of Asia Minor which lies west of the 
thirty-eighth degree of longitude, together with 
Constantinople, are represented in this meeting. 
We have also a delegate from the European Tur- 
key Mission. _ : 
The past year has been one of sore bereave- 
ments. Two have been taken from the active 
service of the Master here to a higher sphere, and 
five children have been taken from our families. 

Fhe removal of Dr. Pratt from the Bible com- 
mittee made it necessary to make changes in the 
disposition of our forces; which, on account of the 
already inadequate supply, has been done with 


| great difficulty. The sacrifices we have made to 
meet once more in 


overcome these difficulties, attest our appreciation 
of the importance of the work to which Brother 
Herrick has been called. (ratte = ecotigee ike ea 
The reports from the stations indicate steady 
progress; new churches have, been formed, and 
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new outstations occupied. The number of per- 
sons under instruction in the five station classes, 
and in the Theological Seminary at Marsovan, 
preparing to be teachers and ministers of the 
gospel, is greater than at any previous time, 

In the work of Bible distribution there has 
been increased activity and success. To this the 
new Bible House in this city has largely contrib- 
uted. 

We notice with pleasure that young men in 
several places have organized Bible societies in 
direct communication with your Agent, the object 
of which is to promote the sale of the Scriptures, 
by employing colporteurs and Bible women, and 
more especially by personal efforts, uniting Bible 
work with everyday business, introducing Bibles 
as a commodity for exchange into the markets 
and district fairs. As an illustration, we may men- 
tion the following incident: A shoemaker, mem- 
ber of one of these societies, coming to Constanti- 
nople to purchase stock, persuaded the Italian 
leather merchant with whom he was trading to 
receive a Bible as part pay: On a subsequent 
_ visit he found others in the same establishment 
who were desirous of procuring the same book. 

We anticipate a growing interest and_ great 
success in this direction; that such societies will 
multiply and extend over the whole empire; that 
our pastors and churches will have an increasing 
interest in this work; and that your Agent here 
will be called upon to correspond with, visit, and 
assist by grants in aid of such societies more and 
more from year to year; and we trust your Society 
will be reacly to meet this, in some respects, new 
departure. As a Mission we pledge ourselves to 
a hearty co-operation.

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EUROPEAN TURKEY. 
FROM THE EUROPEAN TURKEY MISSION. 
; SamoKoy, EUROPEAN TURKEY, June 6, 1873. 

DeEAR Srr:—I write to you in behalf of the 
European Turkey Mission of the American Board, 
which is now in session of its annual meeting. 
You are aware that this is comparatively a new 
Mission, and that the work of disseminating 
the Bible is in an early stage; but we suppose 
that a few items in reference to it may be of in- 
terest to you. : 

Our work is south of the Balkans, and, thus 
far, especially among the Bulgarians, Yet we 
find representatives of very many nationalities 
here, and are seeking to supply the word of God 
to all. We now have two interior stations in this 
‘Mission, at Samokov and Eski Zagra, from which 
centres our colporteurs go. These towns are both 
in thenorthern part of our field; but we have just 
decided on the establishment of a new station in 
Macedonia, southwest of our present operations, 
There we shall come in contact with a large Greek 
population. mr 

We have two booksellers in constant. employ, 


and the young men in our Theological Seminary 


at Samokoy have done much good service,in this 
capacity during their vacations and spare time. 
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Since we have had the new edition of the Bulga- 
rian Bible, we have sold some four or five hundred 
copies. 

Besides these, a large number of New Test- 
aments and separate books of the Bible have been 
circulated. In accordance with the proposal of 
your Agent, Dr. I. G. Bliss, to give a copy of the 
Bulgarian and Slavic New Testament to any of 
the Old Bulgarian churches who will read it in 
their services, six copies haye been donated. 
Several copies of the Italian Bible have recently 
been sold. During the past year there seems to 
be an increasing demand among the Jews for the 
Hebrew-Spanish New Testament, The Jews here 
have retained the use of the Spanish language since 
they were expelled from Spain, several centuries 
ago. It is a fact worthy of mention, that while 
in some places the bishops of the Bulgarian 
Church have forbidden the reading of the Scrip- 
tures by the people in the Modern Bulgarian 
tongue, and have returned in their public sery- 
ices to the Old Slavic, which the great majority 
who hear cannot understand, the people them- 
selves are much displeased with this course, and 


‘eall for the word of God in a language which is 


familiar to them. 

There is one fact which encourages us greatly 
in our work. It is the love the native Christians 
have for the Bible, and their familiarity with it. 
It comes to them as light in their darkness, and 
as life to their dead souls. With it they meet the 
arguments of those who oppose them, and are 
strong in the power which God’s grace supplies. 
We urge the united prayers of Christians at home, 
that the Holy Spirit may take the things of Christ 
and bring them to the hearts of this people, and 
that we may soon reap an abundant harvest.

COLPORTAGE IN PHILISTIA AND MOAB, 
FROM DR. I. G. BLISS. 
“ CONSTANTINOPLE, June 24, 1873. 
Dear Str:—A year ago, Giurgius_Nukkar 
made a tour in Philistia and Moab, as a colport- 
eur of our Society and an evangelist of the Mis- 
sion. His report of that journey was prepared 
some months since, but the translation of it is 
only just in hand. I send it on by to-day’s mail, 
knowing that you will be interested to hear of his 
experience in holding up the word of life among 
these almost inaccessible Arabs. This is the ac- 
count of his first tour, translated by Dr. Jessup: 
“Tleft Beirat in April, 1872, in company wit 
an Englishman, Mr. Pritchett, following the coas 
through Tyre, Sidon, and Jaffa, to Gaza. We 
suffered untold torments from fleas, lice, and bed- 
bugs, so that our bodies were swollen as with 
smallpox, In Gaza we found a population of 
17,000, of whom ninety houses are orthodox | 
Greeks. We found the Greeks hostile, and the 
Moslems. listened better than the Christians. 
Thence we went to the camp of the Trabiyeh 
Arabs, who haye 2,500 tents, and gave them 
books and tracts, as a few could read; or I read ti 
them from the Bible, and one Arab learned by 
heart the account of the creation. The wild 
Bedowin listened intently; and we forgot the 
vermin, and all our discomforts, in the delight of 


— 
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preaching to them the gospel. They all respect 
the Bible. They objected to the words, ‘Let us 
make man in our image, after our likeness,’ etc. ; 
but when I explained that it meant man’s intel- 
lectual and spiritual nature, they were all con- 


vinced, and swore by the name of Allah that this : 


is the true interpretation, and that the soul is 
immortal, and in this respect like God. They 
seemed to accept the word of God, and enjoy it 
more than any people we had met. The wo- 
men and children were afraid of us, especially 
of Mr. P., on account of his Frank dress and 
the nervous motions of his head, and they would 
not come near him eyen for a present. A so- 
called Greek Christian, Soleityman Jahshan, of 
Gaza, tried to prevent our preaching to the Arabs, 
Thence we came to the Arabs of the Hanajireh. 
They entertained us hospitably; and after we had 
eaten and drunken, we read to them of our 
fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Ishmael, and the 
duty of obeying the sultan of the sheikhs, and 
they said, ‘ This is right.’ 

“Thence we went to the Dahiriyeh Arabs, be- 
tween Beersheba and Hebron, and found one 
man who could read, to whom we gave a Bible. 
He asked how it is that the Christians say Christ 
is the Son of God. I explained the language as 
referring to his divinity, just as the Koran calls 
him the Spirit of God. I directed his attention 
to a Moslem book, written by Sheikh Muhyi ed 
Deen, entitled ‘Sair-es-Selook,’ which contains a 
valuable chapter claiming that God exists in per- 
sons. He was silent for a time, and said, ‘T 
would like a.complete gospel, that*I may read 
and see the truth” This man was not of that 
tribe, but from Houran, east of the Jordan. He 
stayed by me all night, and begged us to remain 
with him, so that I imagined he must have some 
secret he wished to tell me. sil 

“On Friday we went to Hebron, and thence to 
Jerusalem, passing on our way the Laanniah 
Arabs, but fourd them all busy in collecting the 
government taxes. Leaving Mr. P. at Jeru- 
salem at his request, I crossed the Jordan to Es 
Salt (Ramoth-gilead). On Sunday, after divine 
service with the Protestant congregation, I went 
out to the Wady Shuaib, to the Arabs of the Ra- 
hania. “Only seven persons came to see me, as the 
Arabs were busy in their harvest. I preached 
and read to them from Genesis and Romans, and 
on Monday returned to Es Salt, whence I went to 
the Showabit or Adawan Arabs. They begged 
me to stay and teach their children, promising to 
feed me, and pay me 500 piasters ($20) at the 
end of the year. This I could not do. I went 
about from tribe to tribe preaching and teaching, 
until I came back to Es Salt again. Here I found 
Mr. P., and we set out together. The Arabs 


_ looked on him with wender, and men and women 


praised God and prayed to Mohammed in view of 


‘his peculiar looks and his European dress. 


“Thence we came to the Beni Sukhr Arabs, 
and stayed in the tent of the sheikh, Fendi el 
Faiz. They slew a sheep for us; and to our 
amazement, we found among them girls and wo- 


men who could read. We gave them books and 


tracts, and [ read to them trom the Bible. They 
tried to read, but found it difficult to read from 
the printed page, as they had seen only manu- 
script Even when they made out the words, 


they seemed to understand nothing. Thirty men 
were present, to whom I read and explained the 
Bible. 

“Thence we went to the Hameideh Arabs, and 
distributed books and portions of Scripture until 
we reached the Mejaliyeh Arabs, where we stayed 
with Sheikh Saleh, son of Sheikh Mohammed. 
After we had taken coffee, the sheikh demanded 
of Mr: P. four pounds ($18). I informed Mr. 
P., and he replied, ‘I will pay nothing; not a 
farthing. Iam an Englishman.’ Then the sheikh 
said, ‘Go back; you shall not go on to Kerak,’ 
At evening the Arabs killed a sheep for dinner, 
and in the morning Mr. P. gave the sheikh 
half a pound, and he said to us, ‘Go in peace 
to Kerak without fear; for not long since English 
travellers came here, and we honoured them and 
attended them, and then they complained of us 
to the waly, and we wrote to the waly that if any 
one comes among us again, let him bring some 
officer of the government, or else we will rob him 
and drive him out.’ We then proceeded on our 
way, and Sheikh Kkalil, son of Sheikh Saleh, fol- 
lowed_us, and demanded money. This Mr. P. 
refused, and he ordered us to stop and not go on 
to Kerak. I offered him two _ beshliks .(forty 


| cents), which he refused, hoping for more; but at 


length he took them, and went his way. Then we 
went on to Kerak (Kir-Moab), which contains 
2,500. houses, of which 220 are Greek Christians, 
and the rest Moslems. Of the Christians, 100 
call themselves Protestants, but they have neither 
teacher nor preacher. They begged me to stay 
with them, and pressed their entreaties so much 
that I promised to return after a few months. 
The Greeks also joined in the entreaty that I 
would return. They told me of-a village, half a 


day distant, whose Moslem population wish to 


become Christians; but there is none to guide 
them, and the so-called Christians of Kerak con- 
fessed that they themselves needed teaching as 
much as the Moslems. On Sunday they assembled 
in a private house, and I prayed, and preached, 
and read to them. They listened intently, to my 
great joy, and we continued together about two 
hours. Every evening about twenty assembled at 
the house, and among them two priests, with 
whom I talked about the intercession of Christ. 
“One of the Greek priests, named Saleh, is a 
sorcerer, who follows the trade of Simon Magus, 
who deceived the Samaritans, only this one de- 
ceives the people of Kerak. He claims the power 
of casting out devils by his prayers. This I 
denied ; but the people insisted that he can do it, 
for he’ has healed many possessed of evil spirits. 
IT asked them how he does it. They said, ‘We do 
not know. We only know that when one pos- 
sessed comes to him, he reads a prayer over water 
in secret, and burns incense, when, lo and behold, 


the man feels that the devil is going out of him in 


the form of smoke, and he sees it with his eyes, 
Sometimes he casts it out of the foot, and some- 
times out of the hand. The priest exclaims dur- 
ing the operation, “ Go out, thou accursed,” and 
he goes out at once.’ The people said, ‘ All our 
priests and bishops can do this, and can drink 
poison and not be harmed.’ I answered, ‘ Very 
good. Then let me mix a cup of poison, and if 
the priest drinks it and is not harmed, then what 
you say is true.’ They replied, ‘He can do it, but 
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does not wish to.” This priest is ignorant and 
conceited, knowing nothing but the Greek liturgy, 
but he has a great reputation in all Moab, as he 
writes charms for the women to wear, makes the 
sign of the cross over water to drive away devils, 
and heals diseases, and is called the “ Caster out of 
Devils.” I told him it was mere sorcery, and 
the work of the devil; but the people ‘believe 
that he is the great power of God, and works 
through the Holy Ghost. Their chief argument 
was, that if he wrought by ai‘ of the devil, the 
devil would soon flee from him, through fear of 
the sign of the cross; yet, on my departure, all 
the people, includiwg the priest, begged me to 
return again. 

“ Brethren, I ask your prayers for this ignorant 
and neglected people. Pray tor the Bedowin 
Arabs; tor the entrance of the gospel among the 
Arabs will produce perpetual peace, instead of 
perpetual war, in those wild, dangerous regions, 
where it is now so difficult to enter. Be not 
afraid of expense, or dangers, or trials, but think 
of these perishing souls, and-send them means of 
instruction in the way of eternal life!”

URUGUAY. 
EXTRACTS OF A LETTER FROM MR. MILNE, 


In my last I told you that it was my intention 
to revisit the towns on the Parana, including 
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may express our gratitude to God for his goodness, 
I have now to say that I see and feel one benefit 
of these prayers, both in general-and in particular. 
| Nearly three months ago an Italian, after standing 
a good while at the window came into the depot 
and bought a Bible in Portuguese; being dis- 
posed to converse he remained a good while. Not 
long after he came back and bought one in Span- 
ish, when again we had a long conversation, A 
few nights after he returned for a large print Ital- 
ian Bible, and several times after came back to 
converse. He was induced to attend the Spanish 
services, and to-day be gives most satisfactory evi- 
dence of having become a decided Christian. 

I have much of interest that I could relate, but 
not to make this letter too long I will close here 
for the present, and resume the subject at an early 
date. 

I send youa number of H/ Olub Universelam, 
in which you will find a letter addressed to the 
editor of the Messenger, the organ of the Rom- 
ish church. It is full of interest, and shows the 
effect of the Bible. I will accompany my report 
with a translation of this letter for the Record.

Rosario de Santa Fe. Inthe beginning of March 
I left home, having this as a part of the plan I had 
purposed to follow up. A few cases of yellow fever 
having occurred in Monte Video, there were some 
days’ quarantine established at all the Argentine 
ports. For this reason I thought it would be best 
to begin with the towns on the Uruguay, and on 
the disappearance of the fever pass over into 
Entre Rios, taking all the towns in that province 
till I reached the Parana. The first place I visited 
was Satlo, one of the chief towns of Uruguay, 
and before I had been there fourteen days the 
fever had become so bad in Monte Video that 
all the Argentine ports were entirely closed, not 
only against Monte Video but every part of the 
republic. The part of the city where it broke 
out this year was in one of the leading thorough- 
fares. Many of the most fashionable shops have 
heen shut for three weeks or more, others only 
open for three or four hours in the middle of the 
day. Now the plague is very considerably aba- 
ted, and the shops are beginning to open again, 
but not a few of the respectable merchants have 
been carried off. A case of it was imparted to 
the house below us, but by the good providence 
of God we have all been spared. Most singularly, 
when taken away from the infected part of the 
city, the fever does not appear to have given rise 
to-any new cases, while in its native spot it was 
exceedingly infectious. At the present time we 
have from four to seven cases occurring daily. 

T have now to relate something of a more cheer- 
ing nature, and which I am sure will make your 
heart glad, as it has done mine; In my letter of 
‘Dec, 28th I requested the prayers of God’s peo- 
ple in behalf of the work, and as you remember 
especially, that some fruit might be seen in the 
way of souls being saved.

fold. And now, if you please, I will proceed to 
enter on the subject. ' 

The circumstance, sir, is, that formerly I was 
one of the most fervent admirers of and a con- 


stant devotee to the Catholic religion. One day, 


however, about a year ago, as my good or bad 
luck would have it, there came into my hands one 
of these books called Bibles; I looked at it and 
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beok, if it was not the word revealed by Jesus 
Christ, must have been written by God’ himself. 
That book, sir, opened my eyes, and led me from 
night into day; it revealed to me the life of Christ, 
and it awakened doubts within me; in one word, 
it made me more Christian, and, I cannot tell why, 
less Catholic. 

You already know the cause and the effect; 
very well, it is necessary that you know also what 
gave rise to my doubts. I shall explain it, as the 
points I wish to examine are many and varied, or 
rather, the points in which I believe there is a 
difference between the Bible and Romanism.

out equal in the world? How is it that Christ 
when on earth dwelt in an humble cottage, and 


the pope, his representative among us, resides in | 


asplendid palace? IfChrist taught us charity by 
distributing to the needy what he had, why does 
not the pope, his representative in the world, imi- 
tate him? for what an insult to misery, to present 
himself before it in gorgeous apparel, witha mitre 
which alone would suffice to raise from misery a 
whole town! 

The second, Mr. Presbyter, is of less transcen- 
dental import. It is the following: How is it that 
in addressing the Almighty or Christ we say, for 
example, “ Our Father which art in heaven,” and 
in speaking with the pope, the head of the church, 
we must at least say, “‘ our father,” “ your holiness,” 
etc. ? 7 

These two things only I propose to-day for you 
consideration. Take me out of my doubt in favour 
of, your cause, and you will have triumphed. 
These questions, as you see, only refer to the moral 
eftect that they produce in the soul of the believer 
whose external worship is Catholic. | __ 

With my limited talent I believe I see contra- 
dictions between this and the Bible, but I am 
satisfied that you, being a good Catholic, and 
better, a priest, will make the truth known to m

Dear Str:—I must now give you some infor- 
mation of my work on the Isthmus. I noticed 
that you said in your last that you wanted to 
work in New Granada, and shall be glad if I 
could put you in the way of doing so advanta- 
geously. I must say that I have been on the Isth- 
mus for the last four years, and have been en- 
gaged in this work ever since, and it is only by the 
grace of God that I continue in it until now, for 
during all that time, I can assure you that I have 
not made anything by it. 
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of money that I circulate the Scriptures here, but 
for the honour and glory of God, tor I have given 
my time and my money in doing this work.

THE EFFECT OF A TESTAMENT, 
LETTER FROM CONSTANTINOPLE, 

In the north of Syria, near the Euphrates, is a 
city of 40,000 inhabitants. A quarter of a century 
since, four New Testaments in the Armenian lan- 
guage were left by a traveller in one of the khans 
of the place. One of these New Testaments fell 
into the hands of an Armenian woman, the only 
one of her sex in that large city who knew how 
to read.. This woman had never before seen a 

copy of the Scriptures, or any portion of the word 
of God in the language of the common people. 
Taking the book to her home, she read it by her- 
self and became deeply interested in its teachings. 
Her heart was so impressed by the new things 
she learned from this New Testament that she 
called her friends and neighbours together and 
read it to them. The interest spread to other 
families. Large numbers gathered, evening by 
evening, to these Bible readings. The attention 
ef the ecclesiastics was called to these gatherings, 


and the priest of the woman’s family chided her 
for her doings. She resented the rebuke, assuring 
the priest that the reading of God’s holy word 
could do no one any harm. His authority to 
interfere with the gatherings at her house was 
denied, and the ecclesiastics were compelled to 
withdraw their opposition for a time. Subse- 
quently a severe persecution arose, and these 
gatherings for Bible readings were interrupted. 
The leaven, however, had begun its work. The 
people had tasted of the word that is unto eternal 
life, and determined to know more fully what 
Jesus had done for their salvation. There was a 
loud call for the Scriptures, which the mission- 
aries at Constantinople most gladly met. For a 
season the evangelical work in that city and 
region was purely a Bible work. Those simple 
gospel readings were followed by transforniations 
and reformations little short of miraculous in the 
estimation of the people of the city. The mis- 
sionaries of the A. B. C. F. M. were welcomed by 
these “gospel men,” as they were called. From 
that time, in connection with the earnest, arduous 
labours of the missionaries, the good work has 
grown, until in that city there are now two large 
evangelical churches, with nearly six hundred 
members.— Christian Intelligencer.

NORTH CHINA MISSION. 
NEW TESTAMENT IN MANDARIN—CHRISTIAN UNION. 


Mr. Blodget wrote from Peking in December 
last: “Our New Testament (the new Mandarin 
version) is completed. The typographical execu- 
tion is excellent. All our missionaries in North 
China will use this, and in general, throughout 
our stations, the same books. This, in time to 
come, will prove a very great saving of labour. 
The case is widely different from that in Western 
Asia, where many languages are used in the same 
field. It is possible that the Russian Church will 
also use this version of the New ‘Testament, or at 
least one nearly assimilated to it. Copies have 
been presented to the Archimandrite, who has 
expressecl a very favourable opinion of the work, 
He has been for many years resident in Peking, 
and is an excellent scholar in the Chinese liter- 
ature. Alas for the Roman Catholics! They do 
not give the Scriptures to the people in their own 
native tongue. Madame Marash, a noble Protest- 
ant lady, formerly resident in the French legation 
in Peking, said to-one of their priests, ‘We are 
sure to win the day in China, for we give the 
people the word of God,’ 

“During the week of prayer in Peking, Ameri- 


‘can and British missionaries of six societies met 


and prayed together, listened to the reading of 
the word of God, to:exhortations and preaching, 
and unitedly commemorated the death of the 
Lord. The Chinese Christians also held services 
in common throughout the week.

“We haye had a schoolroom fitted up on my 
premises. It is already filled, about forty scholars 
being in attendance. We teach, each of us, an 
hour a day, and our principal exercise is reading 
in the New Testament. Mr. QGulick has those 
who need help in translating, and I have three or 
four cultured young men, who read our English 
Bible intelligently. One truly noble young man, 
such an one as Jesus would haye loved, spends 
almost every forenoon in my study, quietly reading 
the Bible. I believe him to be an honest truth- 
seeker. Mr. Gulick has had a supply of Bibles 
on hand, and since October we have sold about 
forty of them. One man, who is memorizing sey- 
eral verses of the Bible daily, and who is a small 
officer in a customhouse, bought the best English 
Bible we had, and a few days after he bought a 
Chinese Bible, and wanted another English Bible 
for a friend. As showing the width of influence 
which we are exerting, and as an evidence of the 
importance and fitness of Osaka as a mission sta- 
tion, I will mention the fact that several of our 
scholars are from distant parts of the empire, and 
part of them came on-to attend the government 
school here, but failed to gain admission. This 
government school has lately cut down the num- 
ber of its pupils from four hundred to forty. The 


Kobe brethren have no doubt told you of the suc- | 


cess of their school, and the number of Bible read- 
ers, etc. This is, to me, a most encouraging feat- 
ure of our work, for we know who it is who said, 
‘My word shall not return unto me void.’”

OaLiroRNIA.—The Rev. John Thompson, re- 
cently of Indiana, arrived at his new field of la- 
bour early in June, and has been in constant com- 
munication with the trustees of the California 
Bible Society, respecting the negessities of his 
field and the best measures to be adopted for the 
distribution of Bibles and the collection of funds. 
He is expecting in August to visit Oregon, where 
his assistant, Rev. P..C. Hetzler, will begin the 
work of canvassing some portion of that State. On 
returning from the north, he will visit Los Angeles 
to consult with friends in that section of the 
country, with reference to the formation of a new 
auxiliary. We trust that at various points on the 
Pacific coast, the Bible work will be now prose- 
cuted with new vigour. © is 


Rev. E. G. Smith, of NortHERN ILLINOIS, says : 


Woodford County has done a very good work 
this year, and a somewhat thorough one. Over 
100 families were found destitute, and some eighty 
of these were supplied. Cass County has mani- 
fested more than usual interest the present year, 
the agent having -reported at their last annual 
meeting some fifteen or sixteen schoolhouses sup- 
plied with the Bible during the last canvass. He 
also stated that seven or eight cases of hopeful 
conversions had come to his knowledge, growing 
directly out of the influence of the Bibles left in 
their homes by the agent within the last two or 


‘| service performed in June. 


Some of the cases were very marked, 
and the parties quite active and influential. 

From the report of the Rev. Mr. Lum, of Kan- 
SAS, we extract the following : 

The labours of June have been somewhat inter- 
rupted by sickness in my family. I have, however, 
the pleasure of reporting a new county agent 
secured, Rey. O. P. Augustine, who is just begin- 
ning the canvass in Montgomery County, in the 
south part of the State, and who has been engaged 
in Illinois, under direction of Mr. Lord, formerly 
Agent for that State. Iexpect from Mr. Augustine 
thorough and efficient work. 

The canvass commenced in Shawnee County has 
been prosecuted with considerable vigour during 
the month, but so far it has been done entirely by 
volunteer labour—the pastors.of Topeka going out 
with laymen, and inaugurating the work. Atchi- 
son County Bible Society has just completed a 
canvass of the city of Atchison, which was also 
done under the superintendence of the pastors of 
the city. In Leavenworth the same course has 
been pursued as in Shawnee County, the pastors 
taking up the work and engaging in it as they 
could get relief from their congregations in the 
city, organizing branch societies, and setting on 
foot the work in the smaller towns. From present 
indications I expect a much larger amount of work 
done during the present than in any past-year, not 
perhaps in raising money, but in supplying desti- 
tution. 


From the June report of Rev. Geo. M. Tuthill, 
‘of MicuicaNn, we gather these items : 

The Bay County Bible Society has a very efficient 
secretary, who yearly reads a full report of the 
condition and work of the society; also a prompt 
and interested treasurer—both young men. The 
society has employed a colporteur, who has 
thoroughly canvassed the county. Gratiot County 
Bible Society was formed recently by the Presby- 
terian minister of St. Louis, who takes good care 
of the s0¢iety as its secretary. Allegan County 
Bible Society has nearly finished, by a colporteur, 
a canvass of the county. The ministers and offi- 
cers are interested in the cause. 

Rev. Mr. Squires, of NorTaeasterN NEw 
YORK, says: 

I have the pleasure of sending you my report of 
It has been a hard but 
successful month—one of constant labour and care. 
Such are the times, that to hold our ground requires - 
much travel and great activity, but we have thus 
| far held our collections up to the mark of the past 
few years. : 

Among other places visited by Rev. P. A. Strobel, 
in Norra Carorrna, during June, he describes 
more parti¢ularly these : 

At Hertford, the Perquimans County Bible So- 
ciety centers. Condition of society much im- 
proved as compared with previous periods. I 
preached twice, and delivered two Bible addresses. 
The collection was three hundred per cent. better 
than last year. I organized a branch society 
among the freedmen, who expressed much grati- 
tude for the efforts made on their behalf. The 
work in this county is in hopeful condition. There 
is also a marked improvement in the work in Gates 
County, which was reorganized in the spring of 
1872. At that time it had no books, and had done 
nothing in twelve years. During the past year it 
has circulated 450 volumes of the Scriptures, sup- 
plied ‘seventy families and seventeen Sabbath 
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schools, and its receipts from sales and collections 
have been nearly $80. 

From a review of the month it will be seen that 
I have travelled nearly 600 miles, and visited thir- 
teen auxiliaries, three branches and committees. 
Two new auxiliaries, three branch societies, and 
one Bible committee have been organized, and 
several auxiliaries revived. The sales of books 
have amounted to over $600, and the reeeipts and 
pledges to about $400. The condition of the work 
in the counties visited during the month may be 
regarded as healthful and hopeful. 


The appended comments on the progress of the 
cause in TENNESSEE, come from Rey. C. H. 
Wiley : 

The Bible work of the month, like all other kinds 
of business, has been seriously interrupted by the 
sudden and unexpected appearance of the cholera 
in various parts of this field, by its severity in cer- 
tain localities both in East and Middle Tennessee, 
and by the general excitement and confusion thus 
caused ; but notwithstanding these drawbacks, the 
operations have not been inconsiderable, for 
throuch the colporteurs alone the destitute have 
been supplied at the rate of nearly ten families a 
day, over 600 copies of the Bible and books of the 
Bible have been put in circulation, and the work 
in this department has involved more than $500. 


The prevalence of cholera in Hast TENNESSEE, 
in June and July, not only materially interfered 
with the ordinary work of Mr. Wiley,..but con- 
strained him to remove his family from Jonesbore 
ag a matter of precaution, the wisdom of which 


course was demonstrated by subsequent events. | 


Under date of July 28, he writes at considerable 
length : 

We labour under difficulties which cannot be 
realized at a distance, and F have been much de- 
pressed by the state of things, but their condition 
is beyond the reach of human remedy, and my 
only consolation is that the God of the Bible is 
sending it. When an epidemic or other great, ca- 
lamity invades the large cities, the whole world 
becomes interested and excited.; and yet the same 
trouble may overspread the rural districts of a 
wide region, and scarcely attract attention or pro- 
voke remark abroad. A general interest was awak- 
ened by the cholera in Nashville, when it prevail- 
ed there in epidemic form, but now the same 
disease in numerous smaller places attracts no at- 
tention except from those immediately concerned. 
But the smaller the town or village attacked, the 
greater the panic and confusion among those in 
danger, and now for nearly two months we have 
had a series of excitements which have rolled over 
avery large portion of my field, and have been 
. very damaging to every kind of business. Four 

per cent. of the entire population of Greenville died 

of the pestilence, perhaps five per cent. or more.of 
that of Gallatin in Middle Tennessee, and probably 
a still.greater proportion of some smaller towns. 
In many of the places invaded, the cholera had 
hitherto been a stranger, and this fact, together 
with its event, in some of the localities first af- 
flicted, enhanced the excitement. It is safe to say 
that the disease has visited forty points within my 
field, among which are numbered only three of the 
larger cities. In one of those (Chattanooga) though 
it scattered the population it was of short duration; 
and in Knoxville, which is built on a series of 
high, conical hills, and where cistern water is 
largely used, it has scarcely made its mark. It 


has -appeared in at least nine places in upper 
East Tennessee, above Knoxville, that city hay- 
ing hitherto been its eastern limit within my 
field, and in one of those places, a little country 
village of quiet Germans, it was most distressing 
in its ravages. 

‘Within my field this year, the one item of ex- 
pense and sacrifice incurred by the people moving

‘ig enormous, and the confusion and embarrassment 


resulting from this is everywhere felt. I could send 
you various statistics bearing upon this, but must 
wait for another occasion, for I have already occu- 
pied too much of your time. I will only add, that 
{ see that the president of the Nashville Coloured 
Bible Society lately presided over an immense 
thanksgiving meeting of the coloured people of the 
city, and that all their benevolent treasuries are 
empty. Also that the secretary of the Wilson 
County Bible Society writes to me that local calls, 
caused by the cholera there, are exhausting the 
benevolence of Lebanon. 


Rev. Mr. Whitten, of West TENNESSEE and 
Nort Muississrppi, reports for last month as 
follows : 


We have in the southeastern part of my district 
five counties in which the canvass has not been 
completed. There are four men at work in four of 
them, viz., Noxubee, Lowndes, Oktibbeha, and 
Colfax, and I have good reason to hope that they 
and Chickasaw—all in that part of the State—will 
be thoroughly canvassed before the close of the 
year. At Friendship, a small town in the new 
county of Crockett, in Tennessee, a Bible committee 
was appointed during the month, which is likely to 
result in the organization of a county Bible society. 

We have rain almost every day. Grass, weeds, 
and sorry crops abound all over my field. Money 
is scarce and times hard, and of course but little 
money can be collected until we have more favour- 
able prospects. I will do the best I can. 


Rey. John 8. McCarver, of Wsstern TEXAs, 
having spent a Sabbath with the Acton Bible 
Society, remarks : 


This society is now in good hands and will do a 
good work, being located in a new and rapidly 
developing country, and among enterprising men. 
But many of these auxiliaries have never worked, 
as such, and a few men, often only one or two, 
have accomplished all that has been done. And 
sometimes, because of their death or remoyal to 
some other place, no official clew is to be found to 
a satisfactory settlement of an auxiliary’s affairs. 

The month’s work has been one of difficulty. 
Rain nearly every day for three weeks; on the 
frontier no means of crossing the swollen streams ; 
people dispirited on account of the destruction of 
the early crops, first by frost then by the grasshep- 
pers; and now what wheat there is left is greatly 
damaged in the shock or stack by rain. But I am 
hopeful for the future.

their colporteur there have been sold during the 
past year $109 18 worth of books, and $37 50 
worth given away. A donation of $112 from the

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American Bible Society enabled them to employ 
the Rey. Mr. McWhorter as colporteur, who, in 
twenty-five days’ canvassing, visited 618 families, 
one-fourth of whom were found to be destitute, and 
were supplied. ‘ Eyen at our doors,” say they, “we 
find families without the word of God. Is it 
not sufficient to arouse us all to action to think 
that not over one-half of our county has been can- 
vassed, and yet so many are found destitute, and 
it is possible that in the territory yet to be can- 
yassed the same state of things exists ?” >

MASSACHUSETTS BIBLE SOCIETY, 

The sixty-fourth anniversary of this important 
auxiliary was held in Boston, May 26th, and able 
addresses were delivered by the Rey. Wm. W. 
Newton, of Brookline, and the Rey. J. G. Bidwell, 
of Worcester. 


The annual report of the trustees states that the 
income otf the society has been $26,184 70. From 
the sale of books, $8,645 83; from donations, 
$9,316 84; from legacies, $6,260 30; from divi- 
dends and interest, $2,081 63. The expenditures 
for Bibles and Testaments were $10,886 74; do- 
nations to the American Bible Society, $3,606 30. 
There has also been sent directly to the American 
Bible Society, from different parts of the State, 
the further sum of $16,944 44. 

A colporteur was employed for ten months 
among the French Canadians in Salem, and in 
various cities and towns in the commonwealth 
where this class of our people is found. Frequent 
inability to read, indifference to the Scriptures, 
and an unwillingness to own them, render this a 
peculiarly unpromising field. Somewhat less 
than 200 copies of the Scriptures he was able-to 
circulate, largely by sale. ‘Though abundant in 
labours, and very useful as a missionary, his work 
was abandoned, as not coming fairly within the 
province of the society. 

For a little more than two months, a colporteur, 
the Rev. Mr. Dwight, has laboured in the north- 
erh part of Boston. He called on 974 families, 
and at eighty-six liquor stores. In sales and dona- 
tions he circulated 146 copies of the Scriptures, 
mostly among the foreign population, with many 
of whom he conversed and offered prayer. ‘ 

For four months a colporteur has been employed 
in the county of Plymouth, In this time he can- 
vassed the towns of Middleboro’, Lakeville, 
Hingham, and Hull, Hanover, Scituate, and South 
Scituate, Duxbury, Pembroke, Hanson, and Ab- 
ington. Sixty-eight families destitute of the 


Scriptures were found, sixty-six of whom were: 


supplied. Nine hundred and nine copies of the 
Scriptures were sold, and 195 bestowed in charity. 

There have been issued from the depository 
26,577 volumes. Of this number 7,719 were 


Bibles, 9,618 were Testaments ; 3,724 copies of the’ 


Testament and Psalms; and 4,464 smaller portions 
of the Scriptures. Of the Bibles and Testaments 
1,006 were in various foreign languages. 

~The gratuitous issues have amounted to 6,386 
copies, at a cost of $2,900 66. They have been 
given to seamen, mission schools, city missions, 


public institutions, freedmen, destitute familics | 
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and individuals, in Massachusetts, Maine, New 
Hampshire, and the West. 

A comparison of the figures here given, with 
those contained in previous reports, will show 
that the work of the society has materially de- 
clined in every department. 

The great cause of the change to which we refer 
is found in,the failure of the friends of the Bible 
to furnish the means requisite for the proper pros- 
ecution of this work. Churches not a few, that 
once rejoiced in an annual offering that should 
fairly express their love of «the Scriptures, and 
their desire for their cireulation, statedly with- 
hold their gifts. They practically rob other 


‘churches for the supply of their own poor. While 


generous offerings are bestowed upon other chari- 
ties, a ghastly blank by the side of the Book of 
books apparently expresses their estimate of its 
value in the contest now waging with the dark- 
ness and ignorance of our world. 

That this indifference is more than temporary, 
we cannot believe; and we look hopefully to the 
time when the interest once universally felt in this 
great work shall be revived. 

We cannot close this report without adverting, 
for a moment, to some of the facts which are fitted 
to raise the hopes and quicken the zeal of every 
toiler in this work. We are happy to know that 
thousands are bearing the Scriptures from house 
to house in our land, and that other thousands, 
an eyer-increasing company, are bestowing upon 
this work their prayers and their offerings. The 
growing demand for the Scriptures among nom- 
inally Christian nations measures their progress 
towards a pure faith, Missionaries from Protest- 
ant Christendom, scattered over the world, plant 
by the side of all waters the tree whose leaves are 
for the healing of the nations. The ability and 
the disposition to read, the world over, furnishes 
a call to this work which we may not innocently 
neglect. No one can show from the Bible, or the 
experience of the past, that mankind is not as 
powerfully affected by what it reads as by what it 
hears. We would not imitate the church of the 
dark ages by raising up ministers, and neglecting 
the only effective weapons of their warfare. Be- 
fore the wide-opened eye of humanity it is ours 
to place the word—the word that, instinct with 
the divine Spirit, shall change the heart, and 
restore in man the lost image of his Maker.

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on 
Thursday, the 7th inst., at half past three, P. M., 
Frederick H. Wolcott, Esq., Vice President, in 
the chair. 

The decease of Rev. Dr. Isaac Ferris was an- 
nounced. 

The Rey. Dr. R. B. Duane read the 20th Psalm 
and offered prayer. 

Thirteen new auxiliaries were recognized: one 
in each of ‘the States of Connecticut, Kansas, 
Texas, and Minnesota, one in Dakota Territory, 
and two in each of the States of Missouri, North 
Carolina, Nebraska, and Alabama. , 

Communications were received from Rey. Frank 
Vermeil, of the Bible Society of France, in regard 
to aid from this Society ; from Rey. E. P. Hastings, 
Jaffna, sending account of Bible work in the 
Ceylon Mission, with annual accounts; from Rev. 
I. G. Bliss, D.D., and Rev. Messrs. Bergne and 
Girdlestone, of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, showing satisfactory progress in reyising 
the Turkish version in Constantinople+ from Rey. 
J. W. Parsons, Constantinople, sending annual 
letter of the Western Turkey Mission; from Rey. 
L, Bartlett, Aintab, sending annual letter of the 
Central Turkey Mission; and from Rey. George D, 
Marsh, Samokoy. 

The following grants were made for two months, 
as no meeting of the Board was held in July, viz. : 
to the Home for the Homeless in Utica; to the

Union of the Methodist Episcopal Church ; to the 
Protestant Episcopal Missionary Society, for Hayti, 
and to the Church Missionary Society, for Mexico; 
to. the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, for 
Mexico, with large grants to the California Bible 
Society, for work on the Pacific coast; to the 
South Western Bible Society, att New Orleans, for 
the supply of its field; and numerous others of 
smaller amount to auxiliary societies and accred- 
ited individuals, The entire number of books 
gwanted for the domestic and the foreign work is 
13,292, including eighteen volumes for the blind; 
besides others to the amount of $9,760 35. Grants 
in money were made for the foreign work, of 
$16,800. Of the latter sum, $5,000 were appro- 
priated to printing 5,000 Bibles in Ancient Ar- 
menian, at Constantinople.

The receipts for July were $52,650 07; issues, 
76,894 volumes.

This venerable and beloved servant of Christ, 
having on account of advanced years resigned 
his place on the Committee on Agencies, the com- 
mittee addressed a note to him on the subject, to 
which he kindly replies. He has been interested 
in the Society from its origin, and as early as 1817 
was instrumental in organizing an auxiliary in the 
town of Fishkill, where he was then settled. Dr. 
De Witt has been chairman of the standing Com-° 
mittee on Agencies ever since its first organization, 
now twenty-seven years ago. He has been a 
faithful, punctual, and very valuable member, and 
his resignation was reluctantly accepted, while he 
retires with the heartfelt esteem of the committee 
and the Board of Managers.
